You will notice that no nation ta mentioned 
in the petition. It states speclHcally that a^ 
^vemment which first uses atomic wea^M 
airainst any other country whatsoever will ^ 
Mmmlttlng a crime against humanity Md should 
be dealt with as a war criminaL This 
that if Russia first uses atomic weWM, thim 
she should be dealt with as a war crindnal. If 
this is “Communist propaganda.” isn t tt rather 
dumb for a group that Is supposed to be so diabol- 
ically clever? 

As you think about it. you can’t help but won- 
der if the opposition to this peace petition may 
not stem from the desire to certalh quarters to use 
the atom bomb, possibly against North Korea. 
Naturally, It would be embarrassing to use this 
weapon If a sizeable part of America was opposed, 
hence the attempt to sabotage the peace effort by 
calling It subversive. 

In Good Company 

Frankly, this petition merits the full support 
of every person who believes to human dignity, 
of every . Christian who believes In brotherhood 
and the commandment, “Thou shalt not kill.” To 
mix conflicting political ideologies into the issue 
of whether we shall die to bigger and more horrible 
Hlroshimas or find a method of existing on this 
globe together Is to march blindly down the dead- 
end path to total destruction. 

And If I am subversive for thinking these 
thoughts, at least I am in good company. Chair- 
man of the Peace Information Center In New 
York City, where the petitions come from, Is 
Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, one of the founders of the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, and Internationally famous 
historian and scholar.
